FOR CHILDREN. |

SCIENTIST HAS 
FALLEN VICTIM 
TO MALTA FEVER 


Washington, Nov.'27.—()—Dr. Ed- 
ward Francis, scientist of the public 
health service, has fallen victim to 
malta fever, a disease which he was 
helping to conquer. Malta fever here- 
tofore has been found only in cattle. 

Dr. Francis, renowned for his inves- 
tigations of tularemia, a ‘ever con- 
tracted from handling rabbits, is in 
the naval hospital here.

He said the government’s 
imperative need for funds has made 
impossible further delay of the Chi- 
nese tariff autonomy program, and 
gince practically all the other powers 
excepting Japan have either negoti- 
ated new treaties similar to the prece- 
dent set by the United States, or have 
signified their willingness to do so, 
the Chinese government has decided 
to go ahead, believing the Japanese 
finally would realize China’s needs. 

In the event that the government 
carries out the foregoing intentions, 
serious complications are likely. It 
was learned today that the Japanese 
already have refused to pay the 2% 
per cent surtax authorized by the 
Washington conference at Tsingtao 
and Dairen ports, which now are con- 
trolied by the Japanese military. As 
a result of this control, American and 
other foreign merchants are suffering 
under a serious handicap, which will 
be aggravated when further increased 
schedules, averaging 27 per cent, be 
come effective. 

The chief stumbling block to Japan's 
agreement on tariff autonomy is based, 
on the Chinese refusal to refund ‘the.

Cuba Island, Saidora, III., Nov. 27.— 
The mallards and the pintails which 
swarm throughout the flooded low- 
lands along the Sangamon river down 
Z| here have to be unéelfish to get along. 
No one bird or one flock can occupy 
the spotlight in front of a blind or 
take up all the flying space. 

The birds are so numerous and usu- 
ally on the wing in such numbers 
that there may be two to twenty 
working in the air near your hideout.
